^ proved rathor a oostly act of courtesy, as 
' over §800,000 Lave been collected in as- 
aeasments^alniieiaflSit^Wuoky day, and 
what has been done with the money is a 
serious question-. It is another speoimen 
(to put it mild) of California Btreot irro- 
glarities. Prices are about the eamo as 
lost -week, but confidence in the mines, 
■ particularly Crtlifornia and Consolidated 
Virginia, has been greatly strengtbenod 
by the investigotion of ■wfell-kno'vra- min- 
ing exports. 

The political pot has commenced to 
simmer, lit least, with a fair prosiiect of 
reaching the boiling point at no distant 
day. Republican and Democratic Cubs 
have been organized in every ward in the 
city, and the roll of members in all are 
f, Vujsg xapidly augiueutod. The foroeeare 
being organized, and tho great battle will 
aonn commence in downright earnest. 

Occasionally some of our clergymen de- 
part from tho orthodox form of Sunday 
teaching, and treat their hearers to mat- 
ters of worldly nature. Rev. I. S. Kal- 
looh, a Baptist preacher of a rather seoBa- 
tional character, struck ttie. ke^ •no^. o{ 
political reform in his sermon oh the 
"Christian Politician."

Mr. K^och urged the point, that politicj 
should not be abuniiqct by tho good and 
left to the bad; but that, on the contrary, 
Christian men and women should take ?jn 
active interest in tho selection of the ma- 
kers and administrators of the law. 

Not alone in stocks and politics do great 
evils oxi.st. There is in this city a ring of 
wheat and ship speculators, as unprinci- 
pled as ever/Vlfontiunhung. Two months 
ugo, ships hete add to arrive were going a 
bogging at £2.10@£2.15 to Liverpool. At 
that rate wheat would have commanded 
readily 31.C.")(«jl.ti7},i per cental. Tho 
ring went quietly to work and chartered 
. all the ships in port and inamediatoly ad- 
vanced the rate to £3.10, thus forcing 
wheat,dowji.to gl.50 per cental, a trifle 
more than the cost of raising.

With respect to 
tho payment of travelling expenses to Mr. 
Brown we know nothing about it, but it 
appears that a precedent for paying such 
oxpeosea had beon established by tho late 
tiovormuent iu tho case of Mr. Holbrook, 
and Ml-. Hunii)hi'uy8 was salisliod that tho 
precedent aijpl'ed, and he liiiusolf signed 
cheque for the money.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 

"WAsniNGTON, Aug. 6. — The Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs is of opinion 
that important changes in tho Indian 
service for California and other Pacific 
States and Territories will be necessa- 
ry when tho Indian Appropriation Bill 
is iinally passed. Heretofore most of 
the expenses for California, Nevada, 
Oregon and somo other portions of tho 
Pacitic Coast service Ikih licon paid out 
of tho iucidoutal funds appropriated 
instead of sums for Bpocifio purposos. 
The necessities of the service have 
been such as to render it impossible 
to Gstimiito the requirements in ad- 
vance, aud a large discretion has been 
allowed to the Apartment. One half 
of tho live million dollar.s asked for by 
t'lo Indian Bureau is reqmirod to fuHil 
the speoifiO' demands of the treaties. 
The House of Eepresentatives in at- 
tempting to reduce the ludian appro- 
priations 5U per cent, have therefore 
been coinpeilod to cut that amount 
out of tho other half. Tho general 
termn of the reduction was to refuse 
to recognize claims of Indians, except- 
ing those with w.iom we have treaty 
relations by Congress. The tribes 
whic'i have been pacified without 
such treaties are not considered to 
hrve any claims for appropriations. 
The public bounty is therefore princi- 
pally distributed in aid of those who 
have bee.i first at war with tho whites. 
All the agencies iu California will 
prooably be consolidated under one 
agent if the bill passes as it now 
stands, providing only $30,000 for 
incidental expenses in California and 
other inadequate amounts for other 
parts of the Pacific coast. 

New YoitK, August 5. — Seymour 
reito"a'.es his detorininatiou not to run 
for Governor or accept any position 
in the public service which Tildei;i 
may offer him if elected to the Presi- 
c'ency, of which it is believed Sey- 
mour is far from confident. An invi- 
tation has been extended to Governor 
Woods, formerly of Oregon and Utah 
and now of San Francisco, by the 
Republican Executive Committee of 
Ohio to stump that State in the ap- 
proaching campaign. It is not yet 
known whether he will accept. 

New Yokk, Aug. 5. — The banks of 
this city are very anxious to seoare 
silver for small change and have made 
several demands to-day on the Sub- 
Treasurer. Bunk oflicera say the cry 
from the interior is for more small 
change. Thoy are unable to supply 
even a portiou of their customers 
wants. At the Hub-Treasury it was 
stated this morniug that about four 
million seven hundred dollars worth 
of subbidiary silver had been delivered 
since the beginning of redemption of 
fractional currency, and that the coin 
could not be paid out faster than or- 
ders were received from the Secretary 
of the Treasury. Ouly about half a 
million of sih-or coin is on hand at 
present in tho U. S. Treasury of this 
city, and this it was believed would bo 
required for the redemption of fraction- 
al currency.

London, Aug. o. — A dispatch from 
.•VthoiiH to the 'Times" reports that the 
French nud German Ambassadors 
liavo intimated to tho Porto that they 
will leave Constantinoplo to-morrow 
unless indemnity for tho two consuls 
murdered at Salonica is jiaid and Bon- 
tonccH of military and naval cornmaud- 
ors imliliely roail.

If consideratiofis Ihrger than those* of 
mere party ought to actuato the Gov- 
ernment of the day iu making any ap- 
pointments it ought to be in tho case 
of Lieut. -Goveruornhips of Provinces, 
and Mr. Mackenzie deserves credit for 
pursuing this course in the present 
case. 

Now York ScottUIi American. 

A now Lieut. -Governor for British 
Columbia has boon appointed. The 
honor is conferred upon the Hon. A. 
N. Richards, Q.C, who was called to 
the Bar of Upper Canada in 1848, and 
to that of British Columbia in I87I. 
He possesses many excellent qualifi- 
cations for the otlico, aud will, no 
doubt, do much to biiug about an 
amicable adjustment of matters in the 
Province. 

CliBthuiii Ruiiuor. 

Hon. A. N. Richards, late of Brock- 
ville, was on Monday last, appointed 
Liout. -Governor of British Columbia. 
Mr. Richards is a younger brother of 
the Chief Justice, and has been several 
times in Parliament as member for 
South Leeds— at one time holding the 
portfolio of Solicitor-General in the 
Sandlield-Doriou Administration. Two 
or throe years ago ho removed to Brit- 
ish Columbia, on account of ill-health. 
His appintment to the Governorship 
will be very satisfactory. 

EsBoi Ilccord. 

The H«n. A. N. Richards, brother 
of the Chief Justice and the Hon. 
Stephen Richards has been appointed 
Lieut.-Governor of British Columbia, 
vice Trutoh, whose term of office has 
expired. A better selection than the 
above could not have been made, in- 
asmuch as Mr. Richards is eminently 
«[ualilled by education, experience, 
diBjjosition and sterling uprightness to 
preside satisfactorily over the Provin- 
cial affairs of British Columbia. Al- 
though a native of Ontario, he has 
been permanently settled in British 
Columbia for some time, preferring 
that climate to any other in the Do- 
minion. 

Han^Uton Tlmei. 

Hon. A. N. Richards, Q. C, has 
been appointed Lieut.-Governor of 
British Columbia vico Hon. Mr. Trutch, 
whose term of office has expired. 
Though Mr. Richards has been for 
some .tilHQ a resident of tho country 
he has'been called upon to govern, he 
is well known as an old Ontario man, 
and one who has seen some Parlia- 
mentary life. Ho was a member of 
one Adiniuistratiou before Confedera- 
tion, and sat for several years for 
South Leeds in the old Canadian Par- 
liament and in the House of Commons 
until 1874, when being obsent from 
the country -on private businesB, he 
was unable to bo present to receive 
tho nomination of his jjarty iu hia old 
constituency. Mr. Richards ia well 
qualified for the position and will dis- 
charge its duties with satisfaction to 
the Columbians and credit to himself. 

DrocVvUIo Monitor (ConKsrvntlvo) . 

We are glad to learn that our form- 
er townsmau, tho Hon. A. N. Rich- 
ards, has been ajjpointed Lioutcuaut- 
Govqrnor British Columbia, where 
he has resided for the past few years 
with his family, principally on account 
of the milder cliuracter of the cliiniito 
of Vancouver Islaiul. This residence 
has enabled Mr. Richards to become 
thoroughly acquainted with tho con- 
dition of that, part of the Dominion 
lying on iUe Pacific coast, and this 
circumstance, in connection with his 
invariable honesty of purpose, honor- 
able eoursfl as a member of tho Bar, 
and thorough knowledgo of constitu- 
tional law, eminently fits him for his 
new and responsible position, We 
congratulate Mr. Richards on his ap- 
poiutinont, and wish him and his 
amiable lady long life and much hap- 
piness in tlioir present homo,

English Mail. 

An Englishman named Mann, and 
his wife, appear to have hajd remark- 
able success in taming- a bon constric- 
tor, which has just died. It came to 
bo a family pet, and was allowed tho 
freedom of the, ho\ise. It exhibited 
not only gfeSf rfttohlfiieldt towards its 
owners, but also came to know its 
friends , among visitors. It was 
accustomed to "ask' for food, water, 
a'ud to bo taken to walk. It ate noth- 
ing but pigeons, consuming about one 
a week, and always killed them by 
broakihg their neok before crushing 
them in its coils. It' could entirely 
coutrol the pressure of its coils, twin- 
ing about its owners, bodies and necks, 
but never hurting them. Thoy often 
carried it about in travelling, when it 
remained conceoled under the coat, as 
though understanding the necessity of 
keeping quiet. When it was left be- 
hind it recognized and welcomed its 
friends' return with tho greatest joy, 
answering to the name of "Cleo." 

Recently a girl named Charlotte 
Starke, rosidiiig with her aunt at Ash, 
near Guildford, England, was sent to 
Guildford to pay a brewer's bill. She 
did HO, and wandered on to Ripley, sir 
miles towards London. Sho was soon 
by a constable, and ho advised her to 
return homo. At eight she returned 
to Ash, perfectly naked, alleging she 
had boon stripped by gypsies on the 
Hog's Back. The next morning her 
clothing was found secreted in differ- 
out parts of a hedge about a mile from 
Ash. The girl denied having been to 
Ripley, and piaintained her story that 
she was robbed abhut three miles 
from home, and that she walked to 
Ash without povering of any sort. 

English papers inform us that a 
patent "earth to earth' coffin is on 
view at the officers of the London 
Necropolis Company, at 2 Lancaster 
Place; Sfftfn'3,' which appears to be 
about the happiest result that has 
grown out of the recent cremation 
controversy. It has the advantage 
of being a closed-up coflBn, but its 
materials is such that on being placed 
in the soil - it speedily becomes dis- 
integrated and allowes the body to be 
resolved into its constituent elements. 
Thus both tho reverential feelings of 
the mourners are duly consulted and 
the requirements of health so much 
discussed lately are satisliod. 

Harriet Martiueau's funeral was, in 
obedience to a wish expressed by 
deceased shortly before her death, of 
a strictly private character, there 
being only a few relatives present. 
The remains were interred in the 
general cemetery, Key-hill, whore the 
mother and other relations of the 
deceased are buried. The coffin bore 
the following inscription: — "Harriet 
Martineau, died June 27th, 1876,,aged- 
74 years." i , 

At .the second day's sitting of the 
British Temperance League confer- 
ence, at Ijeods, it was reported that 
11,000 soldiers and 5,000 sailors had 
become total abstainers through tho 
exertions of Miss Robinson and Miss 
Weston, two lady agents of the 
League. 

Weston made $10,000 to $Io,000 by 
his first walking successes in London, 
but having since been beaten by a 
number of amateurs, and not having 
tho discretion to retire on his savings, 
ho is likely to lose all ho had made. 

The London journals have despatch- 
ed their special correspondents to the 
seat of war. Mr. A. A. Kelly repre- 
sents tho "Times," Mr. Archibald 
Forbes tho "Daily News," Mr. John 
O'Shea tho "Standard." 

Small-pox of a very malignant type 
is prevailing in London to an extent 
which alarms the Asylum Boards. 

The public revenue derived from 
fermented and spirituous liquors in 
tho financial year 187.5-7G amounted 
to x;i;i,012,102. Of this amount about 
two-thirds came from taxation on 
spirits, nine millions from beer, and 
two millions from wine. 



A siNcuiL.'iB superstition prevails in 
Bormondsoy, Loudon, Eng., as to tho 
appearance in certain seasons of the 
"ghosts" of Mr. and Mrs. Manning, 
the murderers. A short time since a 
boy named Withey, thirteen years of 
age, was charged at tho Southwark 
Police Court with having thrown 
stones in Now Wostou street, Bor- 
mondsoy. Tho police stated that two 
or three hundred persona had for sev- 
eral nights assembled in the neighbor- 
hood of the house formerly occuiiied 
by Mr. and Mrs. Manning, who wore 
oxecutod ill llorseiuongor-laue in 1840. 
Ono night tho crowd was shouting, 
"There's tho ghost! there's the black 
ghost 1 there are the Mannings 1" and 
several lads were throwing' stones ^t 
one of tho houses. The landlord of 
the house said that tho last tenant ab- 
sconded a few weeks ago without pay- 
ing tho rent, and ho was putting it in 
repair for anol'ior tenant. Moro than 
XIO damage had been committed by 
tho mob. Some of them called out, 
"It's the black woman I" and others, 
"It's tho Mannings!" A woman living 
in ono of tho adjoining Iioubos said 
she was afraid to livo in tho place, as 
stones woro thrown and the mob 
throatenod to pull tho houso down, 
The Magistrate said the "police could 
not take the mob into custody, neither 
could they apprehend the ghost!" Ho, 
however, rocomiuendod tho supnrin- 
tendout to put on a fow moro consta- 
bles and take iuto custody llioso who 
iunitod the boys to throw stones. Ho 
fined the defendent J.0s. , and required 
tho boy's father to enter into recogni- 
zances for his sou to keep tho peace 
for three months. ■ ..-
